d) The trequency of secondary infection in 
fever hospitals has in the past been a weak point 
n the system. This is especially true of large 
hospitals, since the chance of secondary infection 
increases rapidly as the patients go up in number, 
And as very large wards bring many patients into 
close association, they represent an added risk 
['weive patients to a ward should be the makxi- 
mum. However, although even now much re- 
mains to be done, in no direction has there been 
greater advance than in preventive work. Some 
interesting phases of prevention will be noticed 
later on. Here, as we are dealing with criticism, 
it may be said that, in conside ring secondary in 
fection, a distinction must be made between 

foreign infection,’’ not proper to the hospital, 
but introduced from outside, and ‘‘ cross infec- 
tion,’’ resulting from the spread within the 
hospital of diseases regularly admitted It will 
be seen, when we come to ambulance work, that 
the hospital staff is by no means always re- 
sponsible for the occurrence of foreign infection, 
and that, if the staff is to prevent cross in- 
fection, proper conditions must be provided 

General preventive measures will require closer 
examination than general curative measures, and 
it will clear the way for their consideration if the 
latter are, in the first place, briefly touched on 
from the standpoint of the nurse 

Curative measures having a mor * less 
general applicatic n to acute infective diseases are 
directed against (i) local lesions,’’ such as sore 
throat, where the grerms are specially active or 
alone growing, and (ii) constitutional disturbance 
or ‘* fever’’ caused by the poison of the germs 
Local methods of treatment will receive attention 
in connection with diseases in which they happen 
to be most important, and the same arrangement 
will be used in describing constitutional treat- 
ment. At this point it will only be necessary 
to note the general principles which underlie con- 
stitutional treatment 

Looking broadly at such treatment, it may 
fairly be said to have advanced in the last few 
years, and the advance may be summed up in 
the statement that more weight is given to 
hygienic measures, less to drugs. This is not a 
fad of the moment We know that in an in- 
fective disease the body meets the invasion of 
rerms by complex processes which make up 
‘ resistance.’ We also know, from sound ex- 
perimental evidence, that this resistance is 
weakened by certain factors, which lessen the 
vitality even of the healthy body—insufficient or 
improper food, insufficient water; impure air, 
deficient discharge of waste products, exhaustion 
of the nervous system through want of rest, 
quiet, and sleep. Such factors—possibly one of 
them acting alone—may cause the death of an 
animal from infection when otherwise recovery 
would take place. And we may take it that the 
same is true of man. Drug treatment may be 
a broken reed when such factors are at work. It 
has to be borne in mind that in so complicated 
a disturbance as is implied by the term ‘‘ fever ’’
